Yai so ii is, ond alranKS lo 
say the traveler who runs up tho Frseer lo 
Hope fancies that lbs conotry on either side 
is a rugged mass of mountain and foroBt, To 
such an one I woold rpoommend a ride over 
Ihn Pitt Meadows, tbe Ohilliwsck, Uaiaas, 
Matiqui and Lnr),'l-y Prniries, nnd the 
large Island formed by the north nnd sonlh 
arms of the river, Ho will see suflicient 
Und to produce grain, butler, meat and 
bacon for the whole colony weal o( tbe Cas- 
ondes with a tenfold larger population, and 
il he extends his journey to Lytton he will 
find that the country already sopplii-s the 
while northern portion ol tho colony. For 
tho la»t ten yens 1 have reni.iined undsr Ibe 
delusion that British Columbia coold not 
bo termtd in any ssoso an agricultural 
country, but a personal Inepeclioo has pto- 
duoed a ooQversioD in my idesa. I know a 
farmer on one of the prairies who comfflcnc- 
ed hard work seven year* nf^o with a debt 
of S4U0; ho hi8 now a (arm m splendid order 
worth SIO 000, enliiolir Ihe result of his owo 
industry. It is true there are some draw- 
backs, bat only such as brio/; oot ibe bri|;ht 
side oi tbe picture into greater relief. The 
river at lis higbost sts^s Qoods for a time a 
portion of Ibeis prniries, and the moiquiicea 
are very wicked in the month of July; but 
thoa tHore is no resBoo why dykes [cheaper 
ihiiu fencoi| conid not ba cut and unnbank- 
monts thi-own np, by which mean* Ihnusauis 
of Bcraa wiinld bs ready for aetiUment, and 
as lor the latiar trouble, you get used lo it, 
and the aiosqnitofla will ditappesr as onlti- 
vatioo prngieates. The groat diiSenlty which 
mesig Iha lotfndiog settler at tbe outlet is 
Iho labor of discoveriug which land is open 
to prc.ennption. Every disltiol, espceiclly 
itioao I have mentioned, sb uld be surveyed 
and maps exhibited at tho Magistratei' offi- 
ces. The ocBi of sntvey might be borne by 
ilic settler and would be'lese than under tbo 
prcaeni partial Bystetn. 

To all who are inclined 10 despair o' the 
colony, I suy gel oai of Victoria and its dull- 
ocrs, and its grunblinf;!, and see lbs ooun- 
tty, acquaint yourselves with it. resources 
and enjoy its glorious climate, os has yonr 
obedieot serrani.
